Avoid subjects of extreme contrast that have both deep shadows and harsh highlights (e.g., when the sun is di- 
rectly behind your subject). 

Avoid taking videos in very dim light; your video will be too dark. 

The flash range for your camera is between 3 and 7 feet (0.9 to 2.1 meters). Make sure your subject is within 
the flash range to obtain the best results.
